EB. E, Sik WILLIAM -ROBINSON. 
"" gkuTqH OF HIS CAREER. 

In Odds and Erids for August appears an 
Lexcollent portrait of H. E. Sir Williom 
Robinson, G.C.M.G., Governor, and’ an 
interesting sketch of his careers.. In 
viow of the approaching termination of Hia 
Excolioncy's administration in tho, Colony, 
the prosenit number of the magazine will.

Dr Daweon, of the Geological Survoy, clads« 
ed thia whale ares alike, and gold-bearitg 
gravels have been icund in the bed of avery 
atream. 
These great finds rein Canadiar: tenth] 
tory, being from seventy-five to 100 miles 
east of 141 moridiat, tho boundary of 
Alaska. They ura reached from Vic- 
toria, B.0., by ‘steamer to the head 
of tho Lymn Canal, thence over .a 
mountain range to the hoad waters of the 
Yukon, and onward from that point down 
stream. The distance from Victoria to 
the head of th Lynn Canal is 1,034 mild, 


tho further ‘journey down stream is 530 
miles. ocran steamer ia run to the 
head of the! canal, and the mountains 
are crossed by the White Pass, whidh 
has just been opened by the British 
Yukon Company. This part of the 
journey occupies two days, The highest 
elevation is 2,600 fect. Horsea can go 
thé entire distance. Chilkvot Pass is in 
the same vicinity, and is tho. routo which 
has been solely used until now. It is 
somowhat muro dificult, and horses can 
only traval part of the way, At Lake
